The report which 
reached us in the early hours of yesterday 
morning read like an incident uí the first 
days of the Russian revolution. An angry 
crowd attacked the jail, stormed the re 
cruiting station, tore down and insulted 
the flags of the Allies, and assailed the 
police furiously with stones. The riot 
did not end till the military had brought 
out machine guns, and till the police had 
been compelled to charge the mob with 
rifles and bayonets. In this fighting a 
man was killed and many others were 
wounded. The Dublin and Cork affairs 
seem to have one feature In common ln 
both the police displayed an extraordinary 
restraint. They looked on while property 
was being destroyed, and did not interfere 
until they were actually compelled to de- 
fend their own lives and those of law 
abiding’ citizens. Good temper in a police- 
man is aboye rubies, but we are forced to 
suspect that it was not merely a Job-like 
patience that made the police in Dublin 
and Cork inactive spectators of destruction 
and pillage.
